Minneapolis, June 8.—A special to The 
Tribune from Hudson. W is, sa>s: Th»> 
most disastrous wreck that ever oc­ 
curred on ftiis division of the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha rail* 
way, occurred yesterday afternoon on 
the double track going west from the 
unctioh. 
The way-freight No. 41, go­ 
ing west, was ordered to take the right 
hand track, but for some unaccountable 
reason took the left track, and was run­ 
ning at the rate of eighteen miles an 
hour when upon turning a short curve 
on a down-grade it came upon a work 
train backing east and toward it at a 
speed of thirty-flve miles an hour. Tlie 
collision was something terrific. On the 
rear of the work train, struck by en­ 
gine 41. was the boarding car, in which 
were four men belonging to the work 
crew. Their names were Thomas Rlely, 
E. S. Hurd, Milton Swain and Joseph 
Lelghtheiser, ail of Eau Claire, Wis. 
They were never aware of their danger, 
and were undoubtedly instantly killed, 
ilurned In the Cnr. 


Tlie car immediately took _ fire and 
their bodies were burned in the wreck 
before they could be rescued. Herman 
Reby, fireman of the piledriver on the 
train, was also killed, but his body was 
recovered, although the machine and 
car were burned. 
Prank Thayer, of 
Altoona, a fireman, was fatally injured. 
A. Seittieman, 
engineer of the pile- 
driver, of Menominee, Wis., had his legs 
badly bruised, his nose broken and is 
internally 
Injured—will probably die; 
James Owens, the conductor, was slight­ 
ly injured: Engineer Brogan had his 
head bruised and face injured. All the 
crew on No. 41 escaped injury. Both en­ 
gines are totally wrecked and burned, 
w'itli the boarding car, piledriver and 
one furniture car. 


No $(lgn of the Four VIctluB. 


At a late hour last night the wreck 
was cleared up and traffic was resumed. 
The remains of the four victims who 
were killed and afterwards burned have 
not been found, however. 
The wreck 
was caused by the disobedience of or­ 
der» by Engineer James Owens, of the 
work train, and the conductor, who 
w’cre given right-of-way to the west­ 
bound track. They forgot their orders 
and took the east-bound track, and did 
not discover their error until too late. 
Owens is nearly crazed and a guard has 
been placed over him and both have 
gone to headquarters. The damage is 
estimated at $60,000.

NOVISL ACCIDKNT TO A TRAIN. 


Serloualy Injure« Six Men, Two of Whom 
Are Likely to Die. 


New York, June 8.—By the falling of 
freight elevator In the postoflflce yes­ 
terday six men were more or less seri­ 
ously hurt. Four were postal employes, 
and the other two men were engaged 
by the contractor w'ho has charge of the 
alterations now making in the federal 
building. The injured are: James Cox. 
70 years old. examiner In the sea ser­ 
vice of the poatofllce department. Mid­ 
dletown. N. Y.. internal Injuries; Cteorge 
W. Dailey, railway mall service clerk. 
SUiston, Pft.v lev broken; Frank Bird- 
sall, Brewsters, N. T.. railway mall ser­ 
vice clerk, broken ankle; Thomas Mc­ 
Govern, plssterer’s helper, Brooklyn, N. 
Y., broken back: John Murphy, piaster- 
er’s helper, Brooklyn, N. Y., broken 
ankle; Joseph LufRer. fO years old, ele­ 
vator conductor, left arm broken. • 
LufRer had started the elevator from 
the ground floor with the five men and 
seven ba#s of cement upon it. When the 
Mezzanine floor was reached the ele­ 
vator almost came to a standstill. In 
a moment or two it shot up again until 
it had nearly reached the third floor 
when there was a stop, and the eleva­ 
tor dropped to the engine room, which 
is twenty feet below the levei of the 
street. Then the heavy steel cables be 
gan to unwind, and fell with a crash 
on the defenseless heads of the men 
imprisoned m the elevator, all of whom 
were more or less injured by the force 
of the fall.

YORKTOWN MANUSCRIPTS. 


Wmpvrr riiAt R o íate I« thi«

Curioosly (*uougl>, aftt'r 11 ü _f« arg, a 
•ollection of nianuHcriprs relating to 
tho sltígo of York town has recently 
turned up in Paris. These coxiipriso a 
ooutemporary copy of Count do Ro- 
ohanibuau’sown diary from tho tiino the 
French armies left the Hudson, tho iHth 
of Augnst, to the . Burrendor of York- 
lown, on tljo 19th of October, 1781. Ac­ 
company ing this, writton by a different 
baud, but inclosed in tho same cover, 
!■ n diary of the siege by one of tlie en­ 
gineer oilicers and a most bc*autifnlly 
•sconted manuscript map in colors of 
Yorktown and vicinity. 


The Biege and surrender of Yorktown 
were one of the most important ovents 
ill tlie history of America. 
Many ac­ 
counts by different eyewitnesses are ex- 
Ittut. manuscript and printed, perhaps 
tbe most valuable of all being tbe diary 
of George Washington, tho 
original 
inanutsoript of which 
nt tho state de* 
|»artnieut nt Washington. After Wash­ 
ington, perhaps the most trustwortJiy 
•ceount would be that of Count de 
Bochanibeau. 
It is known that he was 
Twy careful to keep copifjs of Jiis cor* 
lespondence, both for himself and for the 
department of war in France, but his 
diary of the Yorktown campaign was 
aovor published until it was included 
ill Doniol’s great compilation of docu- 
nents relating to the gaining of Amer* 
icon indepen(i(‘nce, published abont ten 
jears ago, unde r the auspices of the 
Frencligovernnient, and even to this day 
it has never been printed, except greatly 
abridged, in Kuglisli. A small part of it 
appeared in tbe Gazette de France a 
few days after the news of the surrender 
leached Paris, and this abridgment 
was translated and published iuKnglish 
in tho Pennsylvania Gazette and in Al- 
moil’s Remembrancer ihortly after. 


The day after the surrender Rocham- 
benu sent a copy of his journal by the 
band of the Duke do ¿aussuu to the 
French minister of war, Begur, and a 
week Jater duplicate dispatches wer« 
cent in anotiier ship, the Count de 
Deus'pouts being tho bearer. These two 
o0)icers had sliown the most courage in 
the siege and Avero thus rewarded. The 
existence is not known of either of these 
original dispatches. 


A copy of Kochambeau’s journal is in 
the French archives in Paris, and an­ 
other, Roohauibeau’s own, probably, is 
iu the library of the department of state 
ill Washington, procured with the Ro* 
chambeau papers bought by tbe United 
States government from' the heirs of 
Count de Rochambeau. It nuiy bo, and, 
indeed, it «eeins quite probable, tliat 
ibis series of manuscripts which has 
been hceutly diKcovered and which has 
been secured by Mcnsrs. Dodd, Mead & 
Co. of New York city are the original 
papers which were carried over 
by 
Count do Denx-Ponts. They are not, 
bowever, in his autograph, but in that 
of some unknown person, probably a 
olork. 


The map which acoompanies these 
two manuiicripts is on a largo scale and 
most beautifuUy drawn by an expert, 
jlio doubt one of tJie French engineers, 
Mid it seems probable that it was drawn 
l^ti'accompany official diHpaiohes to the 
Jffcnch government. There is no dnpli- 
ilo of it among tbe many maps in tho 
ihainbeaa coileotioji.-*>6t. Louis Bo*
